Instead of the usual overabundance 
of applications, a number of colleg es 
report they are still recruiting to try 
to fill the fall classes. 
Of approx imately 8 million openings 
in colleg es across the nation in the up­ 
coming term, as many as 500,000 scats 
still have not been filled. Many of these 
will be occupied when term begins, but 
so many vacancies at this time of year 
pose a problem for campus recruiters 
opposite to that they have been accus­ 
tomed to. 
A m o n g colleg es and universities 
which have filled their 1972 freshman 


classes, m any have noted a drop in 
the number of applications. The bloom 


is off the rush to college, for this year 


at least. 
Several reasons arc advanced, in­ 
cluding the constantly rising w ag es 
and the discovery of the last several 
years that the best opportunities for 
employment are not all among the col­ 
lege-trained. 
Vocational training may never equal 
the bachelor deg rees in numbers, but 
the former is growing while the col­ 
leges appear to be stabilizing. By this 
time nex t year it will be more m ean­ 
ingful to assess whether the phenom­ 
enon is a trend or simply a pause in 
traditional higher education.

Institutions of higher learning may 
be breaking out of the stereotyped 
imag e they have held for many years.
